My map has my home listed as -74.57384 40.49971

I'd trust the accuracy of the GPS more than a map, but there is a 
big difference in these numbers. 


I remember seeing a conversion here on the list but I can't find it when 
needed. I am just checking the accuracy of my unit so I don't get lost. Now, 
now, yes you can get lost in New Jersey..... 


VVV NV 


Degrees/minutes/seconds etc are just the same number stated in 
fractions with a denominator of 60. A decimal degree is just stated 
as a decimal number to as many places as you want to worry 

about. 


74.500 degrees would be 74 degrees 30 seconds (30/60 = 1/2 = 
0.5) 


All you need to do is multiply the decimal part (the degrees, or 
whole number stays the same) by 60 to get the minutes. If there is 

a decimal value to the minutes, you can multiply it by 60 to get the 
seconds. Repeat again for arcseconds etc. 


for instance 74.555 degrees is 74 degrees, 
plus .555 X 60 = 33.3 for 33 minutes and, 
-3 X 60 = 18 seconds. 


To go the other way, just remember that one second = 1/60 
minute, one minute = 1/60 degree. Convert the fractions to decimal 
values by dividing. 


For example: 74 33' 18" would be 

74 degrees and 33 plus 18/60 min, or 74 deg 33.3min, which would 
be: 

74 deg plus 33.3/60 or 74 plus 0.555 or 74.555, our original 
decimal degree value. 


You must do each step seperatly, converting arcseconds to 
seconds, then convert seconds to minutes, then convert minutes to 


degrees. (Unless you have a calculator that does it automagically!)

Hi folks! Just a note: 


I've been bringing up each section of my 2N2/40 as I build it, testing it as 
I go. So far I've completed and tested the audio PA, mute switch (mine 
doesn't seem to thump or be too loud), the product detector and receiver LO, 
and the xtal filter/IF strip. 


Tonight I finished the voltage regulator and VFO, but didn't wire the 
buffer. I only brought Q2 to life. What I noticed was that I was only able 
to QSY about 12 kHz, no matter how I tweaked the values of the LC components 
(I did have to remove two turns from L1 to get into range). After fiddling 
for a while, I substituted another MVAM109 vari-cap, and now I can achieve 
90 kHz of range, which is close enough fer government work, as they say. 


The point is, sometimes components suffer variability and some may not be 
first-grade, which is why they're likely in the surplus market to begin 
with. 


If at first you don't succeed, try a likely substitute.

PS: I'm using some glass caps in the VFO as well as polystyrene and NPOs, 
and the stability seems excellent. Now if I could just get ahold of a 
decent 15 kohm or 20 kohm 10-turn pot I'd be in Triple Heaven........... ).

Just learned that membership in QRP ARCI has passed 10,000! This 
creates a problem with using NA in the Spring and Fall Parties as well as 
some of the local club sprints which use a similar format.

QRP-L people may be interested to hear of the Sangster Shield Contest run by 
NZART. Dates August 14-15, 0800Z-1100Z, 3.5mHz cw only. The ZL participants 
run no more than 5watts output. They exchange RST/two digit NZART branch 
number/two digits power out in watts e.g I might give 579/29/05...xrst/North 
shore branch NZART/5watts. Stations may be contacted once each hour (there 
are not many of us). QRP to QRO contacts permitted. 

QRO stations give RST/three figure serial starting 001.e.g. 549/001 etc. 


The Sangster Shield has been running since 1927 making it one of the older 
contests. 


I have been participating in it off and on since 1954 as ZL1DR, ZL40K, 
ZL1BN, now ZL1DD. 

To my knowlege in that time no super station antennas have been used, the 
average station using inverted vee at thirty feet type of thing. I will be 
using an inverted L 1/4 wave with elevated radials.

received from Eastern VK (1200 miles or more) and a few contacts are made 
usually with JA and occasionally W/VE and even LU. Pretty impressive, since 
the DX usually quite unsupecting. 


To my knowledge no two way QRP contact has been made with W/VE during the 
contest, altho it certainly has been done on 3.5 cw with 2 watts from a ZC1..!!

Most commercially made inductors have a Q rating somewhere in the 
catalog/spec sheet. 


If you have access to surplus or junk box stock and can design the traps 
for the desired frequency (usually, just below the edge of the upper 
band), then the easiest way to test them is to build the antenna and do 
key-down tests on both bands (using care not to create QRM or violate 
identification procedures). Then compare reception with this antenna and 
the full size one you have with an A-B switch. All in one's own 
backyard--or that of a cooperative fellow ham, if one lacks the back yard. 


If the antenna passes both tests and has a satisfactory VSWR for the 
feedline used, then it is ready for the field. Notice that I have 
specified no specific standards. If you get good reception on both 
bands--however you comparatively define "good"--then you will likely 
transmit as well. If the traps remain cool while doing their job of 
providing reosnance on both bands, then the coils are satisfactory. Save 
those 1/4 dB figures for losses until you start comparing idealized 
antenna systems. For field use, light weight, non-bulkiness, and similar 
considerations are worth the slight losses. But--to add gratuitous--do 
not loan the antenna to your avid contesting friend who wants to put a KW 
through it. 


As I noted in the short piece in QQ, there are very significant proper 
applications of trap dipoles, especially where the typical dipole pattern 
is important to operations--for example, keeping both bands oriented in 
the same directions with about the same beamwidth. Let your task help 


define when a particular antenna design is good, bad, or marginal. 
Hope this helps.

GM Larry, guess if all else fails, you could obtain a can of graphite 
powder and mix it in with a pint can of poly-type clear sealer or 

Spar varnish. You can just use a small paint brush and paint the 
mixture on the inside of your case. 


Actually with this mixture you can get a better conductivity effect than 
using the standard spray can. Please pre-test the medium for any 
adverse affect on your plastic cases. Sometimes I have had to

It's Taps For U.S. Telegraph - Last Dots Dashed Out 
By Andrew Quinn 


SAN FRANCISCO (Reuters) - It's finally taps for U.S. ship-to-shore 
telegraph, drowned out by the high-speed chattering of satellite 
communications, high frequency radios and e-mail. 


Globe Wireless, an 89-year-old California communications company, Monday 
sent out what it billed as the last commercial maritime Morse Code 
message from North America, a terse sign-off that repeated the first 
words transmitted by the telegraph's inventor, Samuel F.B. Morse, 155 
years ago: ~‘What hath God wrought?'' 


The message, sent from Globe Wireless' KFS Marine station at Half Moon 
Bay south of San Francisco, marked a muffled end to the U.S. tradition 
of commercial radio telegraphy, famous for the dots and dashes of Morse 
Code, company official Tim Gorman said Tuesday. 


“The satellite started coming in in the early 1980s, and there were 
great advances in voice radio and radio telex,'' Gorman told Reuters. 
*“*But there was nothing over all those years that could replace Morse 
Code for its simplicity and reliability.'' 


Globe Wireless gathered several old-time telegraph operators for a small 
ceremony marking the event, the gleaming telegraph key now surrounded by 
banks of computers and video screens used for more modern forms of 
communications. 

““It's a sad event for me, but I know it's for the best,'' said Dalton 
Bergstedt, 92, a one-time manager of the Half Moon Bay facility. °“‘It 
will improve maritime communications (to be) much better than they ever 
were.'' 


After Morse invented the telegraph, he devised Morse code for use with 
his new invention. In 1844, testing the new system, he telegraphed the 
words *‘What hath God wrought?'' from Washington D.C. to an assistant in 


Baltimore. 


The telegraph and Morse Code quickly became the backbone of 
long-distance communications around the globe. 


Perhaps the most famous single Morse Code message was the distress call 
sent by the foundering Titanic in 1912 -- *‘*‘Come at once. We have struck 
an iceberg''. 


As maritime traffic rose and through two World Wars, the simple 
telegraph, known as *‘continuous wave'' or °‘CW'' transmission to the 
experts, remained a spare, cheap and effective means of communicating 
across vast distances. 


““If there's static and you get only half the letters in a Morse Code 
message you can still make it out, but if you only hear half a 
conversation, that's no good,'' said Gorman, who began working at KFS 
Marine in the late 1970s. 


Nevertheless, the last three decades have seen a major shift in maritime 
communication, and the radio telegraph's fate was sealed when the 
International Marine Organization, a U.N. agency, ordered commercial 
ships to replace the telegraph with new technology dubbed the Global 
Marine Distress and Safety System by February 1, 2000. 


Instead of typing out the dots and dashes of the famous ''SOS'' signal, 
communications officers on modern ships can simply push a button 
indicating a specific problem: sinking, capsizing, dead in the water. 


Morse Code and the radio telegraph are currently used only by smaller 
ships from developing countries, as well as certain Russian and Chinese 
vessels, Gorman said. 


The Globe Wireless station at Half Moon Bay, as well as other former 
commercial radio telegraph facilities already taken off line, will now 
be used for the company's new communications product -- GlobeEmail, 
company officials said. 


Gorman said that before the final sign-off, KFS Marine did relay one 
last telegram from the National Liberty Ship Memorial, the SS Jeremiah 
O'Brien, in San Francisco Bay to President Clinton in the White House. 


“The message was 95 words, and it took me six or eight minutes to copy 
it,'' said Gorman, who took down the Morse Code message from the ship. 
‘“*Then I just transmitted it to the White House via e-mail.''

I hardly know how to respond to Chuck's posting about the quality of my 
fist. I was truly honored to have Chuck call me for a chat, and I 
appreciate how much he has given to the QRP community. His comments 
made me blush. Never had anyone brag on my like that. It was a very 
neat QSO for me, too, Chuck. 


I never really thought of my fist as any better than "pretty good". You 
know like on the Prairie Home Companion radio show on PBS, where 
Garrison Keillor tells about Ralph's Pretty Good Grocery in the mythical 


Lake Woebegon. "If Ralph doesn't have it, there's a good chance you can 
get along without it." Therefore, if you can't copy my fist, you 
probably didn't need to know what I was blabbin' about anyways. :-) 


As for the quality of my fist, I have very few secrets but will briefly 
share what I know. 


1. I am an amateur musician (piano, guitar, 5-string banjo, etc.) and 
currently play piano for a southern gospel quartet. QRP-L members in 
the SE USA may have to explain southern gospel to northerners, Hi. 

Let's just say it is church music on steroids! And how I love those 
rhythms. Musical ability helps CW, but is NOT a prerequisite for having 
a good fist. 


2. Listen to code practice tapes at least a few times during one's ham 
career. You have to know what it is supposed to sound like in order to 
perform it. Priodically listen to W1AW practice, a tape, or code tutor. 


3. Periodically send very slowly. Now and then work neophytes at 5 - 10 
wpm, or send text to yourself slowly on a practice oscillator. Good 
banjo players have to be able to send the finger pickin' slowly and 
accurately in order to play well at full speed with a blur of staccato 
notes. Same on CW. 


4. My secret weapon on my 1996 Vibroplex Original, is that I have 
committed an unpardonable act in modifying the mainspring on my bug! I 
chose to limit the dit speed so I can send between approximately 18 and 
28 wom rather than real QRQ CW. I have filed away a portion of both the 
top and the bottom edges of the mainspring in order to weaken it. It 
now looks a lot like one of those "breathe rite" nasal strips. See 
below: 


One could get a "bug tamer" extension from Mitch at Vibroplex to get 
that weight way out on the end of the pendulum to achieve the same 
effect. But making good CW on a bug is more than just getting the dits 
slow enough to match the dah speed. You still have to know what proper 
CW sounds like.

Item #2: Regulated 0-1000V, 0.5A DC Power Supply 

That's right, continuously variable 0 to 1000V output, up to 0.5A. Has 
large front panel meters for voltage and current. Uses a bunch of 6146's 
in parallel for active voltage regulation (can't recall exactly how 
many). 19-in rack mount, no cabinet. No manual. "Industrial Quality" 
construction. Big variac and lots of 6146's ... :-) 


I figure that each of these little gems is worth around $100 (ea), but 
final price will depend on whether or not I find any storage and/or age 
related problems when I fire ‘em up. Shipping could be a problem, as they 
are both pretty heavy. If anyone going to the Ft. Tuthill hamfest is 
interested in either or both, I can haul them down there. 


Oh yes -- the Gonset transmitter output is variable down to essentially 
zero, so it DOES qualify as "QRP ready". The power supply is another 
matter tho... :-)

Allan makes several good points here, which I won't include because 
you've seen them already, no doubt. 


It's fair to say that there are good points on both sides of the issue. 
My original callsign was WA8RWL in MI in 1966. After that, I had my 
first 2x2 callsign in Japan, courtesy of Uncle Sam and the USAF, which 
was KA2JL. My last three years of an eight-year commitment were here 
in SoCal, where we decided to settle. In 1978, when my Advanced ticket 
came due for renewal, I opted for a sixth-area callsign, inasmuch as 
this was home for the long run. That's when I got KF6CR, a callsign 
that I really hated to give up. 


Other than Field Day, I was pretty much inactive from 1975-1995, due to 
the demands of college and career. When I returned in 1995, the QRP 
bug bit hard. 


In 1997, I got the Extra ticket that I should have had back in the 60s, 
but never seemed to make the trip to the local FCC office as I had done 
for the two previous licenses. Quite honestly, when I indicated that I 
wanted a new callsign on the form 610, I had NO idea where we were in 
the sequential callsign assignments. Luckily I got AD6CW, which most 
folks seem to think is a vanity callsign. Even though it cost a lot 
more than $13 for a vanity callsign in 1997, there were still several 
good 1x2s available in the 6th area. Plus, I could always get KF6CR 
back. 


On one hand, I think it would be a shame for a ham to be forced to 
give up a callsign he had for many years, just because he retired and 
moved to another call area. On the other hand, as others have stated, 
it's nice to know where someone is, geographically speaking, from the 
callsign. 


My only comment is that it's sometimes frustrating to work a KH6 or KL7, 
in a contest where the section is a multiplier, only to find out that 
the operator is in AZ or WA. But, requiring identification as portable 
would put an operator at a definite disadvantage in a contest. 


Seems to me that the current policy is the most equitable to all. 
Only gripe I currently have about licensing is allowing Techs to get 
certain callsign formats under the Vanity Callsign System. My wife 
(Judy, W6YBS) has been in the hobby about two years, yet W6YBS looks 
a lot more like an OT callsign than AD6CW! :-)

Hi gang: 

well I did it... I got the best of that monster... 
I have been unsuccessfully trying to put up another three element forty 
meter beam without using the heavy hand rail dowels... 


I wore out one pair of gloves and my hands are looking well used... but 
it's up... and pointed at new mexico or arizona.... swr at 7.05 is 
ziltch.... and less than two to one at 7.233mhz.... 


I used only 22ft spacing for the director and 28ft spacing for the 
reflector, so according to the book I have (an old arrl ant book) I could 


have up to 7db gain over a dipole at the same height.... height being 
better than 35ft at any point... 

What kept giving me a problem was the bridle for the dowels .... the 
thing kept getting caught up in branches and distorting everything.... 
Finally I decided to shorten the antenna a bit... so on one side... I 
connected the director directly to the dowell.... 1 then I moved the 
driven element four foot closer to the dowel.... this left two feet of 
wire dangling... then I moved the reflector four feet closer to the dowel 

. this left four foot of wire dangling... 

The reason I made the adjustment of four feet to all elements was so I 
could keep all the elements centered.... or centers of the elements ina 
straight line... 

On the other side I used ROPE from one tree to another... just happen to 
have two in the right places.... I spaced the director four feet from the 
rope (spot where I tied it to the rope) came back 22ft and tied the 
driven element directly to the rope instead of 2ft away (this was to 
compensate for the rope bending as I pulled it tight.... then I connected 
the reflector 28ft back and directly to the rope... 

When I pulled the rope up all the antenna elements were tight!!! and 
because the other side of the antenna was set up correctly.... the 
elements had to be in their proper places... in line with each other... 
oh happy day... I guessed that two foot sway in the rope by luck, but I 
guessed it..... 

I don't think I have the trees where I need them on the side with the 
dowel rods hoseclamped together... but I'll take the binoculars tomorrow 
and scope it out... 

In the meantime my cajun mama says it's crawfish et-2-fay tonite with a 


side order of fried aligator tail.... my cajun mama loves her cajun boy 
yea...
